T cannot be expeted that a Perſon, who gives 
an Information to a Parliament, taken up with

uently repeating their joy fot the hopes they had thar 
the Romiſh Religion would ſuddainly be eftabliſh'd in 
England, Which they did not doubt but to bring to 
paſs, notwirchſtanding chey had met with a very great 
Diſappointment, which was the Peace made up with 
Holland. For, ſaid they, it the Army at Black-Heath 
had bin ſent inco Holand to alliſt the French, when they 
lay with their Armies about Amſterdam, Holland had 
certainly bin Conquer'd, and then the French would 
have bin able ro have afliſted them with his Forces to 
eſtabliſh Popery in England. Which Aſſurances of 
theirs in theſe and many ocher Expreſsions of the ſame 
nature, importing their Confidence to ſer up the Romiſ 
Religion, they frequently repeared as well ro my (elf, 
and in my hearing. In proſecution of which Deſign, 
the ſaid Horgan, as I have juſt cauſe to believe, rook 
ſeveral Journeys to London and ſeveral Parts of England, 
and Voyages allo into Ireland, to give and take direRi- 
ons for carrying on the Grand Plozr, Upon the Diſ- 
covery whereof, the ſaid Madam Remige and hev Huſs 
band, having privately ſold their Eſtate, fled into France 
either in May or June laſt paſt, for fear of being appre- 
hended : the ſaid Madam Remige, as Il ama ar'd by 
many Circumſtances, being privy to all or moſt of the 
Tranſa&ions of the Conſpiracy. 

And for the Earl of Caſtlemaine himſelf, about May 
laſt was Two Years, I was preſent at Maſs with the 
Lord Powis in Yere-Street, when the (aid Earl ſaid Maſs 
in his Sacerdotal Habits, according to the Rites and 
Ceremonies of the Church of Rome. . 

Among the reſt of the Maſſes at which I afliſted for 
this ſo earneſtly Reſtoration, it happen'd, that 
one time a Spider fell into the Challice after the Conſe» 
cxarion of the Wine : Which che Prieſt obſerving, went 
on however with his Lorry, till he came to the Con. 
ſummation of theWine ; at whart time fearing that the

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Liquor of Life might prove the Potion of Death, he 


made a full ſtop, 'and ſent me away to Father Morgan 
the Contelsor, to know what he Id do? Where- 
upon the Conteſsor conſidering well che danger of the 
draught, in a very ſurly manner, as being vet'd either 
ar the Accident or the Careleſneſs of the Prieft, com- 
manded me to bid him ler it alone, Which caus'd me 
not alictle coJuſpeCt the Credit of their Faich. For it 
was my belief, chat the moſt. Venomous Animals in the 
. World muſt of necelsity loſe their Poiſen in the real 
Blood of Chriſt. Nor did I obferve thar the ſaid Spi- 
der was taken our, waſh'd and burnt, andthe aſhes 
lock: up in the Sacrarie, as ought ro hav@ bin done. 

Much about this time great Lamentations were 

made, as well by my Lord and L ady, as by the Prieſts 
that reſorred to che Houſe, and man es pro- 
,nounc'd againſt Capr. Scudamere of Kent-Church in 
che County of , for having a ed and 
- ſent to Gaol one Elor, a Prieft., Which was a great 

diſturbance and diſappointmenrof their defigns, and 
| occalion'd chem to rake new Councels, and make new 
Proviſions for the carrying on of the Plotr. 

Having thus continu'd very devour in this ſame Se- 
cular courſe of Superſtition and falſe Worſhip for the 
ſpace of Three years or thereabouts in the ſaid Earl 
of Powis's Houſe, my Lady his Counteſs, and the ſaid 
Morgan were very preſxing with their es to 

{wade me to enter into Religious Orders, Partjcu- 
larly the ſajd Counteſs highly encourag'd me thereto, 
by willing me, Thar if 1 would bur follow my Studies, 
and make my ſelf Capable of Advancement, 1 could 
not want Eccleſraftical preferment. Promiſing withal, 
ro take care of me her ſelf : and further ſaying, Thar 
ſhe did noe queſtion but ro ger me made a Biſhop in 
England by her, Intereſt. For that upon the Reſtoration 
of t Rom Religion, there wall be great occaſion 
for Men of Parts, of whom to make Biſhops, and to

And 
after my eſcape, meeting with Father Croſs, the Pro- 
vincial of che ſaid Monks, he told me, That had he 
bin at Doway, when | made my eſcape, | ſhould never 
have come into England again, With ſuch a mortal 
hatred they purſue all chole that have had the Oppor- 
runity to have any knowledg of their vain and abo- 
minable Superſtitions, 

| Upon my Return into England I found my Enter- 
rainment very cold. , For the Earl of Powis, and his La- 
dy, together with all the reſt who had encourag'd me 
to betake my felt ro a Monaſtic Life, were become my 
utrer Enemucs, threa:ning totake away my Life, or at 
leaſt ro ger my Brother to diſ-inherit me. Which vaſt, 
piece of their Malice and Revenge they eaſily wroughc 
upon my Brother to accompliſh. 

Being thus left Friendlets and deſtitute in Enyland, 
[ went over to Paris, where 1 had another Brother that 
was a Benediftine Monk in that City. 

Ar Paris | ſtaid a conhiderable time, and during 
Reſidence there,came acquainted with one Father ci. 
ford, who told me among other things relating to this 
Kingdom, That the Lord Stafford was a Perſon of that 
undoubred and extraordinary Zeal, that he would run 
the utmoſt hazards for the benefit and advantage of the 
Church of Rome ; further ſaying, That there were a 

t many_ devout and zealous people in Staffordſhire, 
were Perſons of Diſcretjon, and ſuch as were fic t@ 
be entruſted in the 


igary and ſJender, yes he did nc 
— imo Elelend, with a Splendor beficting bis

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degree, and dignify'd with the higheſt Characters that 
the Pope could beftow upon him, And that for his part, 
chough he had been profter'd ro be made Priqr o the 
Benediftines at Paris, he had retus'd it; rather chooling 
ro follow the Cardinal's Fortunes, and to depend upon 
che Hopes of that preferment, which he was well afſur'd 
he ſhould obtain by che means and favour of the Car- 
dinal. And indeed it was the general diſcourſe among 
the Moaks at Paris, eſpecially the Engliſh, who ſhould 
be an Abbor,and who a Prior, upon the fuddain Refto- 
ration of che Catholic Religion in England. More then 
that, an Eminence Monk of the great Abby of St. Ger- 
mains declar'd in public, That the Engliſh were a very 
unhappy Nation, that had not a Man, who had the 
Courage to Reſtore Religion by raking away the Lite 
of one Single Perſon. And that the World may be ſen- 
ſible, char there was no Degree in the Chuzch of Rome 
that did not concern it ſelf in che Grand Deſign, a Fa- 
ther of che Carthuſians told me, That were he not ob» 
lig'd by the Vow of his Order, never to ſticr from his 
Convent, He himſelf, alchough he were not of the 

l;jh Nation, would be the perſon that would under- 
take the Work, . for the General Good of the Univerſal 
Church of God. One Mr. Rivers alſo, a Gentleman 
well known to many of this Nation, advis'd me to ger 
the Recommendations of the Prior of the Benedifiines 
at Paris, and of the Lord Thomas Somerſet, who was a 
Canon of St. Peters in Rome, then at Paris, with what 
other Recommendations I could ger, and to haſten to 
Row, by which means there was no queſtion bur 1 
might get to be admitted into Cardinal Howard's Fami- 
ly, who.would ſhortly be in great Authority in — 
adding further, That had he noc engag'd himielt co be 
Tucor to Sir Chorles Shellies Children, with whom he 
was then going tos La Fleche, he would take the (ame 
courſe. as he had propes'd co my (lt ; For that upon 
the Reſtoration of Religion, they who had cakea the 
moſt pains, would be the beſt provided for. Bur

But theſe Arguments not prevailing, I was þy my 
Brother perſwaded to return into England ; and in order 
ro that Journey by my ſaid Brother and the ſaid Prior 
of the Benedifimes, recommended to the acquaintance 
of the Lord Stafford, then at Paris, by whom about the 
latter end of Novemb, 1675. | was readily entertain'd, 
and being look'd upon as a Gentleman, had the Honor 
of a Frequent and Free accels ro his Lordſhip, During 
my Attendance upon my Lord, which was about three 
Weeks, his Lord{hip having, as I am apr to believe, 
recciv'd ſome private Intimazions from the Prior and 
my Brother,began very gradually with me, telling me 
4in the firſt place, That being a Gentleman, who had 
bin bred up to no Calling, and was now- deſerted by 
my Friends and Relations, I muſt inevirably fall into 
ſuch i]l Courſes, as would bring me to fome unhappy 
end. Fos the preventiag whereof, it would be better 
'for me to undertake an Aion, wherein if 1 ſucceeded, 
ic would make me happy in this World or if I mif- 
carry'd, would procure me an everlaſting Crown in 
Heaven. Having thus rais'd my Expectations, at' ari- 
other time he added, That he had a picde of Service to 
propoſe to me, that would nor only reftore me to the 
good Opinion of my own Relations, but for ever ob- 
'lige both them and their Poſterity. As I was willing 
co embrace all Opportunities to advatice my own For- 
runes, ſo it may be certainly thought, that I was no 
eſs inquiſitive, what piece of Service it was, that was 
Expected from me. But my Lord Stafford, being un- 
willing preſently ro- commit ſo great a dilcovery to m 
knowledg, would by no means open his Mind co me, 
bur exated from me, all the Imaginable Obligations 
ro Secreſie, which I gave his Lordſhip in the moſt fo- 
lemn manner he cottld pdflibly invent. - Which being 
done, he again repeated ro me the great Adv 
that would accrue both co my ſelf and the whole - Ca- 
tholick Caufe, if [ſtood firm: and: profper'd in what 1 
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was to-undertake; and then rold me ingdjre&t Terms, 


Thar I might make my ſelf and che Nation happy, by 
taking away the Life of the King of England, who was 


_ a Heretick,and —_ 2/Rebel co God Almighty: 


'Fhis being a Propoſal very furpriziug, I defir'd bis 
Lordſhip to allow me ſome ſhort time co conlider of 
it, and promis'd withall to give him my anſ{wer ar 
Diepe 3 where his Lordſhip ar that time had ſignify'd 
kis 1ntentions to me to embarque for England. Accord- 
ingly 1 weat before to the-place appointed : bur my 
Lord altering his Journey, went wich Count Grammont 
to Calais, and from thence ſent; word to me, expecting 
him ar Diepe, tro make haſte for England, and to attend 
him at London. Bur then growing ſenfible of the Im- 
piety of the Propoſal made me, and well knowing that 
my anſwer would be nothing latisfaRory ro his Lord- 
{tup, I reſolv'd to go for England, and fo to avoid. all 
farther Importuninies from his Lordſhip, by receiving 
any farther Obligations from Him, I enter'd jato. the 
French Service,and had the Honour to be admitted into 
the Duke of Fonmonth's Regiment, by a particular Re- 
commendation from his Grace, at the humble Requeſt 
of:my Worthy Friend Sir. Ed. Stradling. 

i» Having ſpent ſome ctime-in the French Atmy, I re- 
tarn'd for England, and by the Kind favour of Philip Haby 
Eſq continu'd with him at his houſe at Neath Abby in 
the County of Glamorgan, till. the late Levies of Soul- 
diers for Flanders ,at which time | made haſte away for 
Lindon, and un ing the Lord Powis was not a 
liecle in the favour of his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
York; 1 made my addreffes to his L ordſhip, co recom 
mehd me 16.the Duke for ay Employment; giving his 
Lordſhip an accompt of my Condition, and detiring 
him to believe, Thar hengh could not conform to a 
Religious Life, yer I made no queſtion but by my Ser- 
vices-in the:Field Llidukd retreive the good will of his 
Lordſhip, and the reſt of my Faends and Relations. wh 
© 1 4D E | 
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His Lordſhip, with a ſeeming Compaſſion made an- 
ſwer, That I ought in the firſt place to implore the 
Heavenly Afiſtance ; and that in order thereunto, 1 
ſhould go and make my Confeſſion to the Earl of Caſtle» 
maine, who was then in my Lords Chamber ready to 


| fay Maſs. Accordingly I went and made my Confeſs 


fion in obedience to his Lordſhips DireQtions. But 
notwithſtanding my compliance in Spirituals, I was al- 
together neglected, as trothoſe Temporal Favors which 
| daily ſought by his Lord{bips means. For which as [ 
have juſt cauſe ro ſuſpe&, I have great Reaſon to thank 
his Counteſs, who is ſo much a Romani, as nevet to 
cruſt a Perſon whom ſhe has once injur'd. 

Thus finding the Profeſſors of the Remiſh Religion 
fo full of Treachery, Malice, Hypocrihe and Revenge, 
I abſolutely renounc'd all fucure hopes and dependen: 
cies upon it, and feri reſolv'd fincerely and hear» 
tily to conform to the Diſcipline of the Church of En- 
gland. And1 hope thert isno true Proteſtant will have 
the worſe opinion of Me, for liſtening to the Voice of 
Conſcience,and chooſing to follow the Light of Truth, 
becauſe I was once 4 wanderer in the By-wayes of Po» 
piſh Darkneſs. *"Tisnort to be th that I muſk 
expect to be proſecuted and purſu'd by the Malice: of 
their Tongues : For indeed it was a main endeavour of 
my former Friends and ſtill unkind Relations, becauſe 
I could not confine _—_ ro one of their Cloyſters,by 
expoſing me to hardſhip and neceflity, ro precipitate 
me into evil Courſes, that fo I might become obnoxi- 
ous to their Fury, But as | am one thac know they tati
